A great number of plants 
from the Ward nursery have already 
been distributed among the school chil¬ 
dren and Hierra Madre has a busy lot 
of young gardeners. Their enthusiasm 
bids fair to make the children's de¬ 
partment one of the most impressive 
| of the tlower show, as it lias always 
neen one of the most interesting. 

In addition to domestic plants, 
prizes are offered as usual for the best 
collection of wild Mowers. I^ist week’s 
News told of tlie remarkable show¬ 
ing made by the pupils of a little 
country school in the mountains of 
Montana where flowers are less abun¬ 
dant than about Hierra Madre. The 
number collected by the northern chil¬ 
dren was not nearly so great as the 
record achieved by some individual 
school pupils in past tlower festival 
competitions, and with conditions so 
favorable this year even the old rec¬ 
ords for Hierra Madre should be 
eclipsed. 

The classification ot children's ex* 
hibits this year will be much the same 
as in the past and will be as follows:

REGISTERED YET? 

Voters should remember that a 
[ new great register is compiled every 
j two years and it wilt be necessary to 
have their names on the new register 
i before they can east a vote. The pres- 
I ent registration will be good for the 
j next two years. No person can vote at 
any election whose name was not on 
the register at least thirty Mays in ad¬ 
vance. Hence it will be necessary to 
register by March 13 to enable one to 
vote at the city election on April 13. 

Party designation is necessary for 
those who wish to cast ballots at the 
partisan primaries in August. Certain 
offices are withdrawn from party con¬ 
tests and it will be possible to vote on 
nominations for judges Without indi- 
I eating a party preference in registei- 
I ing. Hut no one can cast a ballot at 
i party primary and have a hand in 
j selecting the party candidates for the 
! November election unless in register¬ 
ing the party affiliation is indicated. 

Persons who desire to register now 
j but who have not made up their minds 
as to what party they wish to ally 
themselves with can register without 
stating the party choice. The party 
cnoice can be indicated by supplemen- 
; tary registration at any later time 
1 when they make up their minds, but 
J ihis would have to be done at least 
thirty days before tlie primary election 
to permit participation in the choice 
i of party candidates,

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car salesman used to have an unlimit¬ 
ed expense account for the purchase of 
liquid entertainment for "prospects' he 
might have in tow. Two or three years 
ago the agencies and factories began to 
tighten up on drink items in salesmen's 
expense accounts. They have grown 
steadily less indulgent in that respect, 
until now a salesman must step lively 
if he gets by the auditor with 'inci¬ 
dentals' that smell of booze. 

“It's the same thing all over. ‘Ban¬ 
quets' and formal gatherings of all 
kinds where cocktails and wines used 
to be freely served have become 'dry' 
affairs. Social and fraternal orders and 
business men's associations starting on 
railroad excursions used to fortify 
themselves against a wreck in a desert 
with a commissary car loaded with 
liquors and a corps of bartenders. Now 
the majority of them have developed a 
sentiment against the booze van—too 
many of the old-time cut-ups have quit 
drinking even at play. 

The Way the Wind Is Blowing 

"All those tilings point in just one 
direction, to my way of thinking. They 
mean that the men of this country are 
making up their minds that drinking is 
bad business, and doesn't offer compen¬ 
sations sufficient to offset the toll of 
time and money and health it takes 
Drunk ards there are and will be so long 
as there is booze to he had, and they 
are panic stricken at the suggestion 
that country-wide prohibition may pre¬ 
vail. But the self respecting and so¬ 
cial drinkers, the real dependence of the 
liquor traffic, are preparing to banish 
booze. 

“And take it from me. when that 
time comes, booze will be banished 
effectively and completely. A lot ol 
liquor dealers and saloon bums are fond 
of kidding themselves with tile argu¬ 
ment that universal prohibition would 
only result in wholesale bootlegging 
more vicious secret drinking and other 
evasions. I know better. When it be¬ 
comes a serious offense against the 
federal law for a man to manufacture, 
import, sell, handle or possess intoxi¬ 
cating liquor, booze drinking will cease. 

“And I don’t know but every one will 
be glad of it in the long run. I’ve never 
been proud of being a saloonkeeper, 
and X don't believe that any other self- 
respecting man can be. We jolly our¬ 
selves along with the argument that it 
is legitimate, recognized by the national 
government, the state, the county and 
the city, but we know in oqr hearts 
that it is a rotten business. 

“Anyhow, good or bad, I am going to 
get out of it before the fireworks begin, 
and I'd advise every other man with 
money invested in it to do the same. 
John Barleycorn lias had his day.”

“WHY I AM QUITTING 

THE LIQUOR BUSINESS” 

The following article, written by a 
Kansas City saloonkeeper, recently 
was printed in the Kansas City Star: 

“I have been saloonkeper, in Kansas 
City twenty-two years. My (dace is 
centrally located, elaborately fitted up, 
completely stocked and is well patron¬ 
ized. The saloon is for sale—at a bar¬ 
gain, appraised by the usual stand¬ 
ards—as I am going to retire from the 
business. 

“My reason for quitting the liquor 
trade is not that I am old, or rich 
or troubled by my conscience. I sim¬ 
ply have decided to get out while the 
getting is good, for I believe that I can 
read the handwriting on the wall. I 
believe that the finish of the booze 
business in this country is in sight, and 
I prefer to step from under before the 
roof falls in. 

“I would not undertake to say when 
nation-wide prohibition js going to 
arrive, but it is coming, as sure as fate, 
and it is not many years away. It is

result of a majority of the voters of 
the country making up their minds 
that boozing is a criminal waste of time 
and money and booze a nuisance and 
a dangerous drug. 

Drinkings Grow Fewer 

“The patronage of the place has 
been growing less with suspicious 
steadiness for more than two years. 
When I first looked about for a cause 
I couldn’t find any. Other saloon¬ 
keepers had the same complaint where- 
ever I went about town. I had occas¬ 
ion to go to St. Louis and to Chicago, 
and saloon men there, too, complained 
that business was bad. Nearly all 
of them blamed the state of business 
to 'hard times,’ and each seemed to 
get a lot of satisfaction out of the 
knowledge that other saloon men were 
no better off than he. 

"But the hard-time talk did not con¬ 
vince me, and there wasn’t much con¬ 
solation in knowing that the trade of 
the other fellows were dwindling along 
with mine. 'Hard times’ might account 
for a temporary falling off in patron¬ 
age with some, but I noticed that the 
men who had ceased to come to my 
place, or came less often than former¬ 
ly were not men who would he affected 
in their drinking by an alleged short¬ 
age *n current cash. My best custom¬ 
ers were fairly prosperous business 
men, and it was the falling away of 
these that was cutting down my bus¬ 
iness. 

"In the last five years I have spent 
my time in front of my bar ; mixing 
with the trade.’ I had given up drink¬ 
ing years before, because I had learn¬ 
ed that a man can’t drink booze and 
sell it; not a very good advertisement 
for the business, but so frequently 
heard that my customers seemed to 
overlook the real significance of it. 
I came to know intimately many of 
the business men who were good pat¬ 
rons of mine, and when one of those 
ceased to come in I would take ad¬ 
vantage of the first opportunity to ask 
the reason. Usually they would laugh 
and answer, ‘Oh, I’m on the water 
wagon for a little while,’ but when I 
pressed them for something more defi¬ 
nite I would get something like this: 

The Changed Conditions 

‘John Barleycorn is going to be kill¬ 
ed and buried in this country by his 
former friends and associates, not by 
constitutional enemies who never saw 
the inside of a saloon. The sentiment 
toward booze that has been growing 
among my patrons the last two years 
or more is not confined to my patrons 
and against the booze in my saloon 
alone. The same sentiment is growing 
all over the country, and toward booze 
everywhere. 

“Social and business conditions have 
changed until booze and booze fighting 
have no place In the present-day 
scheme of things. The ability to carry 
a jag gracefully is no longer esteemed 
as one of the polite accomplishments 
of a gentleman, and business life is 
too strenuous these days for a man to 
hamper himself with a fuddled brain. 
And with the reallzat' that they
